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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims as now amended include the recitation "wherein the microsphere does not comprise an enteric 
coating", which is a newly recited claim limitation, not previously presented during prosecution in the independent composition and/or 
process claims. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's reference to the instant specification 
regarding 'gastric retentions uniform & monomodal particle spectrum' has been considered but was not persuasive since the arguments 
made by Applicant do not establish the scope of claims being presented; i.e., claims do not recite monomodal spectrum and/or uniformity 
of microspheres. The argument that 'Wong disclose solid forms for prolonged release in the stomach, whereas Benton teaches a liquid 
form for release into intestines' was not persuasive since the Wong reference was relied upon to demonstrate the use of solid formulations 
comprising active ingredients, such as PPI's, omeprazole or lansoprazole, albeit for release in the stomach. Applicant's arguments 
pertaining to Steber in that 'Steber teaches parenteral administration' was unpersuasive since Steber teaches that it is well known to 
incorporate ozocerite paraffins in stable microsphere formulations. 
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
